Subject: —Cotton Textiles Export Incentive Scheme—^Extension to Afghanistan. 

No. 91-ITC(PN)/62.— Reference is invited to para 2(C) (f) of Appendix 23 to 
the Import Policy Red Book for the period April, 1962 to March, 1983 under 
which exports to certain countries Including Afghanistan are not to be taken into 
account in granting import licences under the Export Promotion Schemes. The 
matter has been considered and it has been decided that exports of cotton cloth/ 
yarn, handloom fabrics, hand printed fabrics, processed yarn, mosquito nets, 
tents, readymade garments, cotton and mixed hosiery etc,, will also qualify for 
import licences for the specified items of coal-tar dyes, textile chemicals, etc., 
under the Cotton Textiles Export Incentive Scheme subject to the condition that 
imports imder such licences should only be made from countries having special 
arrangements for payment in rupees. 

2. An exception to the above condition will be made in the case of import of 
raw cotton which will be permitted either from rupee payment countries or from 
any other available source.
